Deſerters who ingaged in any ot Our Regiments abiding 1n Scotland, be de- 
livered to the ſaids Officers, to be tranſpor:ed again to Flanders; And leaft 
the foreſaids Deſerters may apprehend that they may ſtill be lyable to puniſh- 
ment as Deſerters; Therefore VVe, with Advice.of the Lords of OurPriv 
Council, Do hereby fully Pardon and Indemnifie all ſuch of the ſaids Deſer.. 
ters as ſhall happen tobe tranſported toFlarders in manner foreſaid for their ſaid 
Deſertion, remitting to the ſaids Deſerters their foreſaid Crime of Deſertion, as 
fully and freely in all reſpeRts, asif the ſaid Crime had never been committed 
and incurred, but that all. other Deſcrters may be duly puniſhed, and nonema 
preſume for hereafter to Deſert on any pretence. V Ve further hereby with AJ- 
vice foreſaid, Ratifie and Revive all former Proclamations againſt Deſerters, 
ordaining the ſawe to be put to execution againſt all Deſerters not hereby par= 
doned, or preſently engaged in Our Service, with all rigour; And chat for 
hereafter no queſtion may be moved abour Paſſes, VVe hereby with Advice 
forcſaid, Ordain all Collonels of the Regiments in Our Service, to intimat to 
their inferiour Officers, that none of them preſume to give a Paſs to any Soul- 
dier under their Comm3nd, unleſs the ſaid inferiour Officer be a Field Officer, 
and in abſence of the ſaids Collanels out of the Kingdom : Declaring, likeas it 
is hereby Declared, That all Paſſes zo be hereafter given contrair to the preſent 
Order, ſhall be void and of no effett to the perfons bearers and uſers thereof; 
OUR VVILL IS herefore, and we Charge you ſtrialy and Command, that 
incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, 
and to the Mercat- Crofſes of the Head-Burghs of the ſeveral Shires of this King.
